A Washington telegram last month said :— 
Exports from the United States to Cubs, Porto 
Rico and Philippine, Hawaiian and Samoan 
islands will aggregate $50,000,000 in the year 
1900, 8 against $41,000,000 in 1899, 819,000,000 
in 1898 and $17,000,000,in 1897. This enormous 
growth is, shared by each of the islands named, 
but ig espocially apparent in the case of Porto 
Rico, to which exports iu the year 1940, under 
the new Porto Rican act, will show an increase 
of about 50 per cout.'as compared with last year, 
and 100 per cent. as compared with the preced- 
ing year. ‘The above figures are necessarily 
estimates, so far as they relate to November an 
December of the present year; bat a study of 
the actual figures of the preceding months of 
1900 and the corresponding months of 1899 and 
and 1898 justifies an estimate which brings the 
exports of Porto Bico in the calendar year 1900 
up to 35,440,000, to Cuba $26,000,000, to the 
Philippines $4,500,0°, to the Hawaiian islands 
°§15,000,000, and to the Samoan islands and 
Guam $200,000, making -e grand total of 
$50,100,000 of export to these islands in 1900, 
compared with $41,581,084 in 1899, 319,171,342 
in 1898, and $16,922,305 in 1897. Tu every case 
our exports to these islands in the year 1900 
will exceed those in preceding years. -
